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SPANISH CASE 
CUTS DEEP IN 
WORLD AFFAIRS 


By DEW ITT MACKENZIE 
(AP Foreign Affair* Analyst) 


The case of Generalixslmo Franco, * 
who Is now beirut tried in absentia 
b> the U N. Becurity Council, may 
establish a precedent determining 
how far the Jurisdiction of our new 
peace organization shall extend over 
the Internal affairs of any country. 
Since this concerns sovereignty it 
is a m atter of Ufe-or-death im port­ 
ance to every nation. Thus it be­ 
hooves us to exam ine the situation 
carefully to find out Just w hat Is in­ 
volved This is especially necessary 
because so many elements have been 
Injected into it th a t its composition 
is as complicated as a potpourri. 
Our difficulty in arriving at con­ 
clusions is increased by the fact that 
the case cuts a lot deeper than the 
actual charges w'hich have been laid 
before the Security Council. On the 
books, the accusation which Poland 
has made is th a t the Franco regime 
Is endangering international peace. 
In substantiation Poland asserts that 
the Spanish governm ent is giving 
refuge to war crim inals and Nazi 
leaders, Is aiding G erm an scientists 
who are in Spain inventing new 
methods of warfare, and has concen­ 
trated a large force of troops near j 
the French frontier. 
Political Background 
On the strength of these charges 
Poland 
backed by Russia, France 
and 
Mexico—dem ands 
th at 
the 
United Nations break off diplomatic 
relations with Spain. The United 
States, Britain and Holland, among 
others, while turning thumbs down 
on the Franco regime, hold that it 
doesn’t threaten International peace 
and th at they w ant the Spanish peo­ 
ple themselves to get rid of the fa- 
langist government, and do it with­ 
out precipitating another civil war. 
T hat’s the case on the books. Un­ 
derlying it. however, is a political 
Issue which had 
Its birth when 
Franco began his successful rebel­ 
lion against the leftist Republican 
government of M adrid back In 1936. 
thereby creating one of the most 
terrible civil wars of history 
Hacking For (viral 
There is sitting in France Hie 
Spanish Republican government in 
exile urvder the prem iership of Jose 
Giral, waiting for the opening which 
will bring it to power in Madrid. 
When I crossed the French-Spanish 
frontier ten weeks ago I was told by 
a French source th at a great num ­ 
ber of Spanish revolutionary ele­ 
m ents were collected along the bor­ 
der In France waiting for the signal 
to strike, 
Well now, the Soviet Union and 
the other states which are calling 
for the breaking of relations with 
Franco are anxious to see the Giral 
government placed in power. Russia 
thus is staunchly consistent with the 
stand which she has taken all alone, 
for she gave moral and m aterial 
support to the leftist Madrid gov­ 
ernm ent during the civil war while 
Germany and Italy were sending aid 
to Franco. 
England hasn’t concealed her dis­ 
like, and even fear, of any develop­ 
m ent which would result In the es­ 
tablishm ent of a Communist gov­ 
ernm ent in Spain. This would mean, 
of course, the extension of Russian 
influence clear across Europe 
Must Avoid Civil W ar 
So it’s easy to see with half an eye 
that there’s a lot more involved in 
the Spanish case than the elim ina­ 
tion 
of 
tile 
Franco regime. 
An 
equally big question is who succeeds 
Franco and who selects his succes­ 
sor. America and B ritain insist th at 
this is strictly a m atter for the whole 
people of Spain to decide. 
Avoidance of creating another civil 
war also obviously is Imperative. 
W hen I was in Spain I saw plenty 
of evidence th a t Franco was pre­ 
pared m ilitarily for eventualities. I 
was reliably inform ed th at he had 
a standing army of some 700,000 
which was fairly well equipped with 
light arms. He also has built many 
highways which would serve for 
quick movement of troops, and there 
are m any concrete redoubts and 
other defenses, a t least in the neigh­ 
borhood of the capital, because I 
saw them. 
There may be doubts about some 
aspects of this Spanish imbroglio, 
but of one thing I am sure: If a 
civil war is precipitated in Spain it 
will produce a horror which will stun 
the world.

COUSINS CLAIM 
KRISCHER BODIES 


Bodies of Frank Krlschcr, 42, and 
his brother. Charles. 38. who ended 
their lives Tuesday in a suicide iiact. 
at Chambersburg, will be sent to 
Conshohocken for funeral services 
and burial, cousins said Thursday. 
located through the cooperation 
of state police and Philadelphia po­ 
lice. the cousins, John Wasche, of 
Glenside, near Philadelphia, anti his 
brother, William Wasche. of Media, 
went to Chambersburg to assume 
charge of arrangements for the fu­ 
neral of the two men who committed 
suicide by piping the carbon monox­ 
ide fumes of their automobile into 
the interior while the car was parked 
in the closed garage at a tourist 
home north of Chambersburg. 
The Wasche brothers sold they 
have a sister, Mrs. Margaret Cal­ 
houn of Upper Darby. 
Tile double suicide also brought to 
light that in 1922 the Krlschers* j 
father murdered their mother and 
is now confined to a mental insti­ 
tution. 
The brothers, who formerly op­ 
erated Rock Top inn west of Cash-

and bank deposits. The bonds and 
most of the cash were in a metal box 
in their room at the home of Mrs.

Tile Wasche men said the mother 
of the Krischer men was the sister 
of their and Mrs. Calhoun's father.

There are still tliree cigar makers 
in Littlestown!, tile Buddy plant, H, 
S. Stover and Ephrlam Shively, who 
operate on a smaller scale. 
Buddy Juniors are six-cent cigars, 
sold mostly in Littlestown and sur­ 
rounding areas while the Toppers, 
made In six-cent, two-for-15 and 
ten-cent brands, sold 
chiefly 
in 
Connecticut. E. P. Topper Cigar 
company at McSherrystown 
first 
brought out the Toppers but Collins 
now makes most of the Topper blend 
cigars. 
Connecticut broad leaf and shade. 
Lancaster county 
tobaccos, some 
Havana and Puerto Rico tobaccos 
all go into the blend of cigars. The 
cigar business right now Is suffer­ 
ing from price troubles. Collins says. 
Once ■-hade sold for 50 cents a 
pound; now Collins pays up to $4 a 
pound for It. Once tobacco was well 
cured; “now you have to work it 
almost green*.”

St. Aloysius Church In 1842 


A Good Friday service was con­ 
ducted this afternoon from 12 to 3 : 
under the auspices of the Littles­ 
town Minlsterlum In St, Paul's Lu- \ 
the ran church. The theme of the 
service was “The Savings of Jesus 
On the Cross.” The ministers of the 
community participated, and inter­ 
missions were observed in order that 
worshippers might enter or leave at 
any time. 
Tile order of the service was as 
follows: Part One, the first word of 
Christ from the Croes, "Father, for­ 
give them, for they know not what 
they do.” opening with the hymn o f J 
service, "Jesus Calls Us. O’er the 
Tumult.” The meditation on "The 
Word of ‘Intercession’ ” was given 
by Rev. Robert H. Sheehan, pastor 
of Centenary Methodist church. 
Part two. the second word from 
tile crass. “Verily I say unto thee, 
today shalt thou be with Me in 
Paradise.” A hymn of courage “O 
Jesus. I have promised.” was sung 
by the congregation. A choral selec­ 
tion was given by Robert DeGroft. 
The Rev. David S. Hammerer, pas- ! 
tor of St. Paul’s Lutheran church, 
gave the meditation on "Tile Word I 
of ‘Authority.’ ” The third part was 
the word '‘Woman, behold thy son; , 
Behold thy Mother." The congrega­ 
tion .‘■aug a hymn “What A Friend 
We Have In Jesus." Tile Rev. Charles 
B. Rebert. retired Reformed min­ 
ister. gave the meditation on"The 
Word of Remembrance.' ’’ 
The fourth word, "My God, My 
God, Why Hast Thou Forsaken Me?” 
was the fourth part of the service,, 
with the congregation singing the> 
hymn of intercession. “In the Hour 
of Trial." Miss Betty Relndollar sang 
a solo. The meditation on “The 
Word of ‘Loneliness.’" was present­ 
ed by the Rev. Arthur Leeming, 
superintendent of the Hoffman or­ 
phanage and supply pastor of Re­ 
deemer’s Reformed church. Tile fifth 
word. "I Thirst,” was part five of 
the service. The congregation sang , 
a hymn of aspiration. "Beneath Hie 
Cross of Jesus.” Tile Rev. Kenneth 
D. James, pastor of St. John’s Lu­ 
theran church, presented the med­ 
itation on "Tile Word of ‘Suffer­ 
ing.’ ” Tile sixth part. "It Is Fin­ 
ished”, followed with the Rev. Fred­ 
erick Seibel, pastor of St. Mary's 
Lutheran church. Silver Run. giving 
the meditation on “Tile Word of 
‘Victory.’ ” A hymn of patience. 
"When I Survey Tile Wondrous 
Cross,” was sung. after which Miss 
Lydia Sentz sang a solo. 
Tile last part of the service was 
based on the seventh word from the 
cross, "Father, into Thy hand I com­ 
mend mv spirit," The Rev. John C. 
Brumbach, pastor of Christ Re­ 
formed church, gave tile meditation 
on "Tile Word of ‘Refuge.’ ” Tile 
assembly sang the hymn of conse­ 
cration “In Tile Cross Of Christ I 
Glory.” Tile benediction and post­ 
lude followed. 


The years 1941-42 marked not only 
the sesquicentennial of St. Aloysius’ , 
church and tile hundredth anniver­ 
sary of the building of a church on 
the present site, but also the sev­ 
enty-fifth anniversary of St. Aloy­ 
sius' school and the fiftieth anniver­ 
sary of the construction of the ac­ 
tual church of St. Aloysius. By a 
coincidence the present pastor. Rev. 
John H. Weber, also celebrated the 
silver jubilee of his ordination to 
tile priestliood. To commemorate 
these events, a solemn memorial 
service was arranged for July 6,1942, I 
under the presidency of tile Most 
Rev. George L. Leech, D.D., Bishop 
of Harrisburg. 
Early Origin 
Littlestown^ Catholicism is an 
offshoot of -that of Conewago, Pa. 
Conewago, although scarcely more 
than a name now' outside of its im­ 
mediate vicinity, played an import­ 
ant part In the early history of the 
ohurch in Pennsylvania and even 
in the United States. From it the 
Catholic faith was spread through­ 
out Adams, York, Lancaster, Cum­ 
berland, and Franklin counties. As 
the late Rev. H. G. Ganes, historian 
of St. Patrick’s parish in Carlisle, 
wrote: “Conewago, during the first 
half century of Catholicity in Penn­ 
sylvania 
reflected 
and 
focalized 
Catholic life; it was tile asylum of 
the emigrant priest, no m atter to 
what nationality or religious order 
he belonged; it was the center from 
which Catholic life radiated. All who 
came for the Pennsylvania missions 
outside of Philadelphia reported to 
Conewago; for there they received 
their instructions and credentials, 
and only as the credited agents of 
Conewago did they receive tile re­ 
spect and homage of Catholics.” 
It is not Improbable that Cone­ 
wago was the earliest Catholic set­ 
tlement in Pennsylvania, and that 
Father Greaten resided there be­ 
fore becoming Philadelphia’s first 
resident priest. Jesuits had come to 
Maryland in 1634, and it was from 
tile Jesuit Missions in Maryland that 
during the seventeenth and 'eigh­ 
teenth centuries the Faith spread 
to nearby states. Indeed until tile 
Mason and Dixon Line was sur­ 
veyed In the sixties of tile eighteenth 
century it was not clear to all that 
Conewago and Germany townships 
were not part of Maryland. 
An 014 Mission 
Littlestown was situated in Ger­ 
many township, two miles north of 
the boundary between the states. 
The church a t Conewago, erected in

1787 by Father Pelleutz, was the 
first in the United States dedicated 
to the Sac-red Heart. 
Littlestown is one of the oldest of 
Conewago's missions. The settle­ 
ment goes back to 1734 and the 
original inhabitants are said to have 
been German Lutherans but Mary­ 
land Catholics arrived about tile 
same time, and some Irish immi­ 
grants also found their way to Lit­ 
tlestown.

periods. Tile first, of ninety-three 
years, extends frcm 1791 to 1884. 
During this near-century* the con­ 
gregation had no resident pastor 
but was served by the priests who 
resided at Conewago Chapel, a few 
miles away, As a rule one of the 
priests of Conewago regularly cared 
for Littlestown. During the second 
period, 1884 to the present. Littles­ 
town has been an independent par­ 
ish with its own pastor 
During the first period the history 
of the church in Littlestown was to 
a great extent the history of Cathol­ 
icism in Conewago Since Conewago 
was an important link in the nine­ 
teenth century Jesuit organization 
in America, its history 4 also bound 
up with that of the American Jes­ 
uits. It is true that in 1791 and for 
fourteen years thereafter the So­ 
ciety of Jesus was non-existent, in 
America. Suppressed in 1773. It was 
not restored here until 1805. Most of 
the Conewago clergymen who served 
Littlestown before 1805, had. how­ 
ever. been members of the Society 
of Jesus. Frcm 1805 to 1884. they 
were almost with exception Jesuits. 
Father Pt llenU, Founder 
Father James Pellentt, who has 
already been referred to as builder 
I of the church at Conewago. was the 
founder of St. Aloysius parish, Lit - 
j tleitown. Born in Germany in 1727. 
he joined the Jesuit Order In 1744.

WILS for many years ambassador of 
Russia at the Hague. In 1787, at the 
age of seventeen, the young prince 
became a Catholic. While on a visit 
to America he entered Ute seminary 
at Baltimore, in 1792. and was or­ 
dained three years later, taking the 
name of "Mr. Smith."

They are manufactured by 
Jacobs Broilers, Inc., In plants at 
Littlestown, Hancock, Manchester, 
Delmar, and in the main plant in 
Baltimore. 
So well known and of such good 
quality are “Bob Evans’* uniforms 
that the supply cannot keep up with 
the demand, Forty women are em­ 
ployed at the present time in the 
Littlestown plant, and it could use 
50 more operators. 
Opened In 1935 
The Littlestown factory began op­ 
erations December 2, 1935, in a 
building which had been erected or­ 
iginally for a sewing factory, but 
which had W in idle or used as a 
storehouse for some time. During 
World 
War 
I 
bandoleers 
were 
made for th e army in the old sew­ 
ing factory. After the war. the plant 
turned out pajama suits. Then the 
depression struck. For a while a shoe 
factory stored leather in it. Then 
it was taken over by Jacobs Broth­ 
ers, and it ha® been a beehive of 
activity ever since. 
Materials for the uniforms turned 
out at Llttleetown are designed and 
cut in the Baltimore plant. Only 
the best grades of poplin and other 
m a t e r i a l s , including seersucker, 
sharkskin,-and celanese are used. At 
the present time white poplin is be­ 
ing run, but the plant also make 
uniforms of striped, colored and 
black materials. 
Packaged In Cellophane 
The Jacobs’ plant in Littlestown is 
a large, two-story frame building. On 
its two floors are located the power 
sewing machines which turn out 175 
to 180 dozen uniforms a week. The 
work Is done by experienced oper­ 
ators who stitch the pieces together, 
set the sleeves and waistbands, fin­ 
ish the pockets and attach them.
